present subspecies restricted to Hengduanshan Mountains in South-west ‘China has 
-been refered to the original taxon of the species before. The type subspecies (subsp. 
-macrocar pa) does not occur in Hengduanshan region, but mainly in, the northern 
China, It is distinguished from subsp. hengduanshanensis by the thicker and bigger 
elliptic-oblobed leaves (4 — 7 x 2—3.5 cm ) with the rounded base, by the shal- 
lewly lobed calyx and by the longer pods (12—18x 4—7 mm). 
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
